THAT ‘FRISCO SITE. 


The Charge of Bribery to be investigated 
Thoroughly. 

Wasuineton, Feb. 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The commission having 
in charge the matter of the selection 
and purchase of the site of a public 
building at San Francisco, consisting of 
the Postmaster-General, Secretary of 
the Treasury and Attorney-General, 
met today and decided that the purchase 
of the Seventh and Mission street prop- 
erty should not be consummated till 
every effort has been made to discover 
the truth as to the charges of bribery 
which have been made against the local 
commission. A special agent of the 
Treasury, it is stated, has been investi- 

ting the matter, but thus far has not 
Sis covered anything tangible upon 
which adverse action can be taken. — 

The commission today ordered the 
publication through the pwblic press of 
a request that any person or persons 
having any knowledge of a bribe hav- 
ing been received by the local commis- 
sion shall communicate the same to the 
general commissson at Washington. 

As to the Jessie street site, the Post- 
master-General said that a question of 
title had arisen which the authorities of 
San Francisco will be obliged to pass 
upon before any action in that case can 
be taken. 


PEOPLE's PARTY MEMBERS. 
They Deny Going over to the Democratic 
Ranks. 


WasuHIneTon, Feb. 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The People’s party in 
the House of Representatives is intact 
asa political organization and united 
as to the party measures which it is to 
press. In the caucus which met before 
the organization of the House the_nine 
independent Representatives decided to 
preserve their political autonomy on all 


questions to the end of the session. 


Within the past few days various re- 
ports of alleged dissensions in the ranks 
‘of the Representatives have been cur- 
rent and they complained tonight that 
these rumors were inspired by politi- 
cians of other parties and telegraphed 
throughout the country for political 
effect. They, therefore, determined to 
issue an address to the country, in 
which they say: 

At no meeting was any motion or sugges- 
tion made that the Alliance should join the 
Democratic party, or cast their lot with it. 
A disagreement occurred because certain 
Alliance Congressmen thought the contest 
should be made through the old parties, 
and the others that independent action was 
necessary. There has been no split, and 
each member still believes that independ- 


ent political action is necessary. The only 


dissension that has come came when they 
had conferences with Dengreseanes whoa 
here to the old party lines. 

In an interview Mr. Watson of Geor- 
‘‘When Livingstone and those 
who follow him say that they are for 
the Ocala demands, but will hold them 
in subordimation to the Democratic cau- 
cus or Democratic party machine, they 
certainly take avery different view of 
the necessity for those measures than 
are taken by us when we say that inde- 
pendent political action is abso- 
lutely necessary to bring success 
to our platform.

BEATTY CONFIRMED. 


A Long Contest Ended in Favor of , the 
Administration. 

Feb..4.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The confirmaiition by the 
Senate today of the nornoination of 
James H, Beatty to be Dist)-ict Judge of 
Idaho marks the termination in favor of 
the administration of a stry iggle lasting 

nearly ga year which it has had with the 

ho Senators, Beatty was nominated 
February¢1 0 last, ‘in spite of protests of 
Senators Shoup and Mc(’onnell, who 
sought to~convince the F?resident that 
the nomination would not be ac- 
ceptable to the people of Idaho. The 
opposition was able to prevent action 
upon the nomination during the few |} 
weeks that remained of the last session 
of the Fifty-first Congress. Three days 
after the adjournmeiat of Congress, 
however, the President appointed 
Beatty to the judgeship, and his nomina- 
tion was one of the first to be sent to 
the Senate at the beginning of the 
present Congress. 

Again the Idaho Senators resumed 
their opposition to the nomination, but 
for nearly a year Juige Beatty has 
been discharging the ‘functions of his 
office in Idaho and California. His de- 
cisions have been sustained wherever | 
an appeal has been taken to the supe- | 
rior tribunal, and it was not possible to 
pick any flaws in his judicial career. 
These facts naturally had their effect, 
and the Senators soon found that sev- 
eral of their Republican colleagues, 
who had been in sympathy with them 
last year, had changed their minds and 
determined to support the President. « 
A week ago Shoup and Dubois realized 
that they were deserted, and, after no- 
tifying the Judiciary Committee that 
they had nothing to retract but did not 
wish to follow the matter further, they 
abandoned the contest and the nomina- 
tion was confirmed today without any 


opposition. 


An Object Lesson in Reciprocity. 

Wasuinetos, Feb. 4.—The reduced 
duty on American fiour to Cuba, under 
the reciprocity treaty, went into effect 
January'1 last.

PANIC AT PARIS. 
Wild Rumors of Failures Among Heavy 
French financiers. 


Panis, Feb. 4.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Afternoon papers con- 
firm the rumors here regarding the 
financial troubles of a large banking 
house in this city. Two members of the 
firm, it is announced, were arrested last 
night and examined. The names of 
several houses are mentioned as being ~ 
in trouble, but there is no certainty as . 
yet as to which ones are involved. 

The police refuse to say anything in 
regard to the reported arrest of two 
members of a large banking firm. The 
Temps says that it hears the arrested 
culprits will be released in order to pro- 
tect a high political personage who is 
implicated in the financial trouble and 
to avoid a financial crisis which would 
involve £6,250,000, 

Lonpon, Feb. 4.—Dispatches from 
various financial centers state that the 
bourses were depressed today in conse- 
quence of reports in Paris relative to 
the troubles of some large financial 
house of that city. The Vienna bourse 
was also adversely affected by a belief 
that the adoption of a gold currency is 
still distant. : 

The Times’ Paris correspondent 
says; ‘*What originated the panic was 
suspension of negotiations of the Otto- 
man Bank with the Swiss Bank syndi- 
cate for the creation of an Eastern 
stock trust. Then came a rumor of the 
arrest of bankers, an affair which 
turned out to be merely a matter of de- 
ficit in an industrial enterprise guaran- 
teed by the family of the inculpated 
manager. The course was extremely 
susceptible, owing to the difficult and’ 
uncertain position of one of its most en- 
terprising financiers, who has been 
struggling for years and whose eventful 
collapse is feared.”

As the eulogy be- 
came a duty instead of a spontaneous 
tribute, interest of the House and coun- 
try in the event decreased, until ‘‘me- 
morial day,’’ as itis now known, is re- 
garded asa day of rest and relaxation, 
and none feel it incumbent to attend 
the session except the orators of the 
occasion, 

The first declaration, cf the insincer- 
ity of such proceedings came from Mr. 
Enloe of Tennessee, who desired to 
amend the- rules by providing that 
eulogies of deceased members shall be 
delivered on Sundays only, on which 
day the ceremonies shall be opened 
with prayer by the chaplain. The 
amendment was seconded by Mr. Morse 
of Massachusetts.

Local Capitalists Will Furnish All 
the Funds Necessary. 


Congress May Put Up More Money 
for the National Commission. 


Two Resolutions to be Reported to the 
House for Investigating the Man- 
agement of the Exposi- 
tion Thus Far. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Ciicaco, Feb. 4.—|By the Associated 
Press.| The Chicago directors of the 
World’s Fair have concluded that they 
can run their part of the great exposi- 
tion without any financial help from 
Uncle Sam. Congress will not be asked 
to loan or appropriate a dollar for the 
local directory. All funds needed to 
complete the buildings and grounds in 
readiness to turn over to the President 
and National Commisgion will. be sup- 
plied by Chicago bankers and capital- 
ists, who, it is said, have already guar- 
aunteed to make good any possible de- 
icit. Congress will, however, be given 
«bill for consideration which will pro- 
vide for the appropriation of about 
24,000,000 to be handled entirely by 
the National Commission in execution of 
Work expressly. delegated to the Na- 
tional Commission. 

This plan of legislation was finally 
decided upon today at the conference 
between the Directory Committee and 
Chairman St. Clair of the National 
Commission Committee. The appro- 
priation, it is proposed, shall be divided 
as follows: Juries and awards, $700,- 
000; board in charge of Government 
exhibits, $600,000; Board of Lady 
Managers, $125,000; administration 
of the fifteen departments, meetings of 
National Commission, exploitation and 
salaries, about $2,500,000. This esti- 
mate covers the fiscal year of June 30, 
1892, to June 30, 1893. 


WORLD'S FAIR INQUIRY. 


Iwo Resolutions for an Investigation to 
Go to the House. 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 4.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.]| In the*House today Mr.

The Natives Engaged in Constant Riots—

The County Horticultural Commissioners: 


have filed their annual report with the 
County Supervisors and it is a very inter- 
esting and valuable document. The first 
thing to attract attention is the very large 
amount of planting that was done during 
the past year. For example, there was a 
total acreage of oranges at the close of the 
year 1890 of 13,070% acres. The acreage 
at the close of 1891 was 19,673 acres, the 
increase for the year amounting to 6602% 
acres, or 50 per cent. of the totalacreage 
planted in all years prior to 1891. This 
seems almost incredible in view of thé fact 
that oranges have been planted here for so 
longatime. The report contains a most in- 
teresting table showing the acreage in the 
various districts. At Riverside the total 
number of acres in oranges is 7647%. On- 
tario has the next largest area, having 
2500 acres. At Redlandsthere are already 
1875 acres in oranges. At Rialto 1487% 
acres and at South Riverside 1405 acres, 
This indicates how rapidly some of these 
newer places are coming to the front as 
orange districts. 

The total acreage in lemons is 786, of 
whieh 350% acres, or nearly one-half, 
were planted last year. There were 823 
acres of prunes planted during the year, 
this being three times as much as the total 
area in prunes prior to 1891. The small- 
est area of planting done was in peas, only 
one and one-half acres having been set 
during the year, raising the total area in 
peas to 347 acresinthe county. The total 
area in fruit in the county is 33,292 acres, 
having plantedon them 2,016,327 trees 
and vines. : 

This places San Bernardino county among 
the leading counties and at the head of the 
list of citrus fruit counties. :

The Trouble Between Burns and 
Waterhouse. 


Charges That Burns Got Away With 
$100,000 Worth of Ore. 


The Accusation Flatly Denied by 
3 Waterhouse’s Nephew. 


Sixty Thousand Dollars’ Worth of Refrac- 
tory Ore Sent to Germany for Treat- 
ment, Which was Known to 
the Stockholders. 


Columbus Waterhouse’s charges 
against Dan Burns excited a certain 
amount of comment among mining men 
yesterday, says the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer. 

In an evening paper Saturday Water- 
house was represented as saying that 
Burns had made away with 8f00,000 
worth of ore from the Candelaria mine, 
in the State of Durango, Mexico, by 
which means he was enabled to pur- 
chase the property shortly afterward at 
his own price.

Why he was anxious to sell was because 
he was in such avrfinancial fix that he 
would have been a bankrupt if he 
hadn't. He saved himself by the opera- 
tion and became wealthy in the end from 
the start it gave him. He had already 
realized over $150,000 out of the divi- 
dends, and he thought it was going to 
be a losing game and that he had bet- 
ter unload at once. 

‘*‘There are lots of men doing that all 
the while. John Mackay, I'll warrant, 
has had a number of men insist on sell- 
ing out a mine to him and then when he 
bought in their shares and the mine 
petered out they would go around say- 
ing that they had been wise enough to 
leave a sinking ship in time. 

‘Columbus Waterhouse insisted that 
there was no more money in Can- 
delaria and that he wanted to be bought 
out. He did this several times and 
finally forced Burns to take him at his 
word. Burns didn’t have the money, so 
Waterhouse sold his share to Jones and 
Gibbon. 

‘“‘The way Waterhouse came to get 
into the mine was through the urging 
of a mining expert named Col. Bryan, 
who came up from Mexico and asked 
Waterhouse and Burns to help him res- 
urrect the old Candelaria, because he 
Was sure there was money init. In the 
end Waterhouse subscribed for a one- 
sixth share, Burns got one-sixth, the 
two Schuyler brothers got each one- 
sixth, and Bryan and I held the other 
two-sixths. ‘ The bond was made out in 
Columbus Waterhouse’s name, however, 
and he kept all the funds in his own 
name. We didn’t like that at all, be- 
cause it seemed to us that the money 
ought to be deposited for the company, 
and not be placed at the risk of Colum- 
bus Waterhouse’s creditors,seizing it at 
any time they wanted. He was always 
grumbling, however, and the severe 
friction was disagreeable to everyone 
concerned. 

‘It would have been impossible for 
Burns to get away with $100,000 
worth of bars or ore, for the law of 
Mexico compels a mine to submit all its 
yield to government inspectors for the 
tax of 5 per cent. gross, and Columbus 
Waterhouse had a complete report of 
the mine’s yield through the govern- 
ment officials. The jeffe politico, or in- 
spector, comes to the mine and givesa 
passport for the transportation of the 
ore or the silver bars to Mazatlan, and 
all the way along custom-house officers 
vise the passport, taking care to ascer- 
tain the exact amount of ore that is be- 
ing conveyed. In consequence, Colum- 
bus Waterhouse has simply to see 
whether the tax statements differ from 
the report of the mine. | : 

“Once we senta lot of ore to Ger- 
many; it was high-grade and refrac- 
tory. It went in several lots and 
brought us about $60,000, but Water- 
house was thoroughly cognizant of this 
transaction.’’

THE COURTS. 


The Gibbs Trial Drawing to a 
Close. 


The Case Will Probably Go to the 
Jury This Morning. 


A Couple of Chinese Murderers Final- 
ly Admitted to Bail. 


Two Alleged Burglars Examined Before 
Justice Stant in the 


Cohn Contest—Eloquent Address 
by S. M. White, Esq. 


Judge Smith and a jury were occupied 
all day yesterday in the trial of the 
Case against ex-Councilman E. A. Gibbs 
in Department One, and so far as the 
testimony is concerned the case was 
concluded. 

During the morning session the de- 
fense examined the following witnesses 
who had failed to appear on Wednes- 
day afternoon: B. J. Donahue, Hugh 
Todd, T. C. Davis, J. M. Bracewell, W. 
McLean and James McDonald, but their 
testimony was mereiy for the purpose 
of further establishing the identity of 
the now famous Donald McKay. The 
“material witness,’ Olivera, from 
Santa Barbara, again failed to mater- 
ializé, but the defense concluded to 
proceed without him. 

.A good deal of interest was mani- 
fested in the defendant's version of the 
Alderson transaction, which he “told 
from the witness stand, in effect as fol- 
lows: He first met Alderson on or 
about April 28 last, through “Mark 
Phelps, who informed him of Alderson’s 
desire to dispose of his livery stable. 
When he interviewed Alderson on the 
subject the latter wanted $1500 for 
his stock, but, after dickering for a 
short time, this figure was reduced con- 
siderably and the bargain clinched. 
The defendant denied emphatically that 
he had induced Alderson: to make the 
trade by any false pretenses whatever. 
He never promised to pay cash for the 
stock, nor was there any objection on 
Alderson’s part to the mortgage and 
note, which he accepted without ques- 
tion. No mention was made of Donald 
McKay’s whereabouts, or of his financial 
standing. He stated emphatically that 


he believed his title to thé property | 


was good at the time he made the trade, 


as he had spent $15,000 in five years | 


in defending it. On cross-examinatton, 
however, the defendant exhibited con- 
siderable nervousness, a fact which As- 
sistant District Attorney McComas did 
not fail to take advantage of, and sev- 
eral damaging admissions were ex- 
tracted from him. Atthe close of his 
testimony a recess was declared until 2 
o’clock. 

On reconvening at that hour James 
Moreno and A. M. Carpenter were 
called by the defense and examined as 
to minor details. Both sides then 
closed, and Assistant District Attorney 
McComas took the floor and opened the 
argument for the prosecution im a forci- 
ble and convincing speech of an hour’s 
duration. He was followed by 
Binford, Esq., who intirn pave way to 
M. E. C. Munday, Esq., on behalf of the 
defendant, and at 4:30 o’clock court 
adjourned for the day. | 

The case will probably be admitted 
to the jury at noon today. | 

BURGLARS EXAMINED. 

In the Township Court yesterday aft- 
ernoon Justice Stanton held a prelimin- 
ary examination into the case against 
William Meyerand Rudolph Heiser, the 
two men charged with having commit- 
ted burglary at the Sunny Slope bets | 
on December 19 last. It was learne 
from the confession of the defendant, 
Meyer, who insisted on being sworn, 
that he and Heiser had been discharged 
from the winery shortly before the burg- 


lary, and that the former entertained a 


grudge against D. Deybach, the fore-’ 
man. In order to get even, therefore, 
he planned the scheme of robbing Dey- 
bach, and suggesting to Heiser that 
they’ break into the winery and 
get some wine. He induced him to 
5° along and keep watch while 

e went inside. An entrance was 
easily effected to the winery, but Dey- 
bach’s door was locked, and in order to 
get into the room Meyer went down the 
cellar and climed over partition. He 
then forced Deybach’s trunk and ex- 
tracting therefrom a gold watch and 
chain, a box of cigars and $28 in cash, 
rejoined his companion. He did not 
tell Heiser of the robbery of the watch 


.| Or money, but'the box of cigars was too 


large to hide and he was compelled to 
explain how he came by it. e two 
men escaped to the Needles, where 
Meyer disposed of the watch and chain 
to the cook at the hotel for $7. Shortly 
afterward they returned to San Ber- 
nardino, where they were arrested b 


the city marshal, and Deputy Sheri 


Russell of this city brought them back 
to this city. 

After hearing this statement the Court 
continued the case until this morning, 
in the absence of Russell and the mar- 
shal of San Bernardino. 

ADMITTED TO BAIL.

GREGG’S DEATH. 


Caused from Lung Trouble and 
Heart Disease, 


Result of the Coroner’s Inquest Held 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


Statements as to His Treatment at 
the County Hospital. 


He Claimed that He was Not Well Cared 
for, but the Physicians and Attend- 
ants Tell a Different Story 
—The Verdict. 


Coroner Weldon held an inquest on 
the remains of James Gregg, the late 
county hospital patient, who claimed to 
have been ill-treated while in the hos- 
pital, yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 
' The first witness called was William 
P. Gregg, a brother of»the deceased, 
who stated that the deceased was 26 
years old anda native of New York. 
He was a cement pipe maker. Deceased 
came to this city from Ventura county, 
and the next time witness heard that he 
was in the county hospital and witness 
wrote him to come to him at Fillmore. 
Then witness came down here and saw 
deceased and deceased complained 
about being placed in the consump- 
tive ward when he thought he did 
not have that decease. But they forced 
him in that ward among the hopeless 
cases, and he wanted to have a chance 
for his life. He also stated that they 
were not cared for as well as in other 
wards, and he did not care to go in that 
ward, but he was forced there and one 
night they offered. him a drug to make 
him sleep, but he refused to take it, and 
it was given to a man near him and the 
patient died that night, and he thought 
he had a narrow escape, as he believed 
it would have killed him, Just after 
this witness got deceased out of the hos- 
pital and took him to his house at No. 
209 Augusta street. Deceased was in- 
jured about three years ago while work- 
ing in a sewer at Westlake Park, but 
he did not go to the hospital until a few 
months ago and he was there three 
months. Dr. Bullard treated him 
and he thought a great deal of him. 
Witness stated that he wanted an in- 
vestigation to find out who made these 
statements. 

Robert Gregg, another brother of the 
deceased, was sworn. Witness stated 


treated well when he first went in the 
hospital as long as he was able to wait 
on himself, but when he got so weak he 
could not go down to get his meals he 
was put in the consumptives’ ward, and 
he was not property treated and he 
‘thought the doctors or attendants gave 
them things to get rid ofthem. De- 
ceased told how a man near him was 
given adrug which he believed killed 
him. He did not want it understood 
before his death that he had given out 
such a statement for publication for the 
reason that he was afraid that no doc- 
tor would attend himrif he made sucha 
statement to the press. After he was 
putin the consumptive ward he was 
starved, as they would not give him 
d@a complaint tothe head 
doctor, but he did nothing for him and 
did not force the attendants to look 
after him. Deceased’s mind was sound 
all the time, and he did not have fever 
so far as witness knew: As soon as the 
man who took the drug that deceased 
refused to take died he sent for witness 
and was removed to witness’ home. 

Dr. H, G. Brainard was nextsworn and 
stated that he is superintendent of the 
county hospital. Witness stated that 
deceased was admitted to the hospital 
on the 20th of last October, and was 
suffering from lung trouble and heart 
disease. He had been treated by Dr. 
Ballard. He was put in the feeble 
ward, where he was given special treat- 
ment. For awhile he did well, but soon 
began to sink and was placed in the con- 
sumptive ward. He objected to going 
to that ward, and stated that he wanted 
to go out. He was transferred on the 
23d of December to the consumptive 
ward, but he was taken out on the 10th 
of January. He never complained 
about his treatment. Patientsin this 
ward are treated better than others. 
He was furnished with medicine after 
he left the hospital. He made no com- 
plaints other thanthat he did not care 
to go-to the consumptive ward. Wit- 
ness stated that no patient died after 
taking a drug that was refused by 
Gregg. The medicine that was offered 
him by a nurse was not given to any one 
else. Deceased had high fever several 
times and wasdelirious. , 

Dr. F. D. Bullard, of the county hos- 
pital, was sworn and told how deceased 
was treated. Three patients died while 
Gregg was there, but no such death as 
he spoke of ever took place.. Decéased 
did not complain to witness about not 
getting food enough. 

Gus Witer, a nurse in the hospital, 
stated that he nursed Gregg.. Witness 
never heard deceased complain, and 
witness knows of no case where a man 
died after taking medicine that de- 
ceased refused to take. Witness stated 
that he is a druggist and puts up doses 
for patients. He could not remember 
that more than one man died in the 
ward while Gregg was there. He was 
always in his right mind. He never 
heard any complaint about the food, 
and deceased did not complain about 
anything. Deceased did refuse to take 
a sleeping draught one night, but it 


ness. 

A. B. Schauz, of the Herald, was 
sworn, and stated that he never inter- 
viewed Gregg, but got his information 
from a Mr. Carpenter, who told him 
that Gregg had complained to him 
about his treatment at the county hos- 
pital. 

J. J. Gregg was sworn and stated that 
deceased told him last Friday night 
that he was afraid he would be 
killed if he ‘remained in the hos- 
pital any longer. One of the nurses 
came to the ward one night and insisted 
on giving him a drug, but he refused to 
take it and he watched the nurse give it 
to another patient who died that night. 
Deceased was positive that the drug 
killed the patient. Deceased wasin the 
full possession of his mind when witness 
talked to him. Dectased did not com- 
plain about the food he received. De- 
ceased was able to walk last Friday 
when witness met him for the first 
time. The first time witness talked 
about the case wasto some of Gregg’s 
relatives. 

Mrs. Alma Gregg testified that her 
brother-in-law, James Gregg, died at 
her house. Deceased told her that he 
was not treated well in the ward where 
he was put last. He thought that they 
were it the habit of putting the incura- 
bles out of the way and he knew that he 
could not get well, but he did not care 
to be hurried into his grave, He did 


that his brother told him that he wasf

attendants. Deceased worked up to 
within three weeks before he went to 
the hospital. 

Mrs. Mary Gregg, a sister-in-law of 
the deceaséd, was sworn., She related 
the same story astold by the Greggs 
sworn previously. He said the doctors 
were mad at him and did -not- . compel 
the attendants to give him proper treat- 
ment. While he was at witness’s house 
Dr: Bullard called and left some medi- 
cine, but he did not take it and sent for 
Dr. Steadham, who gave him medicine 
which he took. 

Dr. M. M. Kannon, who made a post- 
mortem examination of the body of de- 
ceased, testified that he found that the 
fourth and fifth ribs of the right side 
had been fractured, and that the lungs 
were ina bad condition. He died from 
consumption with pneumonia symptoms. 
He had -been troubled for some time 
with the disease. 

The case was then given to the jury, 
and after a long consultation they de- 
cided that deceased died from lung 
trouble of long standing, and that he 
was not poisoned, and was treated in 
the best possible manner while an in- 
mate of the county hospital, and was 
given every care by the physicians and 
nurses, 


SLY, THE TRAIN-ROBBER. 


His First Downward Step in His 
Career of Crime, 


He Stole $5000 from the American Ex- 
press Company — Traced and 
Caught Through a Let- 
ter to His Wife. 


In-connection with the recent arrest 
of Sly, the train-wrecker and robber, 
in this city, where, he was running a 
saloon on Alameda street under the 
name of Denton, an interesting story is 
told in the St. Louis Republic as fol- 
lows: 


A dramaticinterview took place yester- 
day atthe Four ‘Courts between Adelbert 
Sly, the train-robber, and Mrs. Louisa 
Harris, the police matron, who are old ac- 
quaintances. Sly then learned for the 
first time by what means he had been run 
down and captured seven years ago, when 
he robbed the American Express Company 
of $5000 at St. Joseph, Mo. 

“I recognize you, Sly,’’ said Mrs, 
Harris, as she approached the robber’s cell. 
“I remember your face well. You and my 
son Fred were old acquaintances when you 
robbed the American Express Company of 
$5000 and then tried to throw suspicion on 
my boy and have him arrested. Ah! How 
could you subject to possible arrest, dis- 
grace and imprisonment one who had 
never done youn any harm? A poor boy, 
who was your friend!”’ 

reckiess robber, who had borne with- 
out a tremor of the muscles of his face the 
pumping process of Chief Harrigan andthe 
detectives, was more moved by this accusa. 
tion than at anything that has happened 
since his incarceration at the Four Courts. 
He changed color and his lips trembled. 

“I did not mean toincriminate Fred, Mrs. 
Harris. Upon my honor lI did not,’’ he 
stammered. 

“Yet, when you were given that package 
of $5000, with alot of other goods to give 
him, you destroyed the waybills and pock. 
eted the money, hoping that the blame 
would be thrown upon him and that he 
would be arrested.’ 

“Ah, Mrs. Harris,’’ replied the desperado, 
“I never thought of. your son at all. That 
Was my first wrong step. The sightof so 
much money tempted me. How bitterly I 
have regretted itsince. Iwould to God 
I could exchange places with your son 
now.’' Sly buried his face in his hands as 
he said these words, : 

“Do vou know how you came to be run 
down and captured so soon for that theft?” 
continued Mrs. Harris, 

*‘No,”’ was the reply. 

“It was through your own wife, to whom 
you sent by mai! $100 of the money you 
stole, and who, fearing you had gotten it 
dishonestly, took it to the’ police authori-. 
ties. Through that letter you were 
tracked, run down and sent to prison, and 
the cloud that for a short while threatened 
to burst upon my son’s head was dispelled. 
If it had not been for that letter and your 
wife’s honesty noone knows what might 
have happened.”’ 

Sly was greatly affected at this announce- 
ment, and said that he had never known 
before the connection of his wife with his 
arrest for that offense. 

It appéars from Mrs. Harris's story that 
Sly at that time was one of the trusted 
drivers of the American Express Company 
at St. Joseph. Mrs. Harris’s son was then 
messenger for the American Express 
his run being between St. 
Joseph, Cameron and Hannibal. A 
package of $5000 had been given to Sly to 
give to Harris, the messenger, to carry to 
Cameron. Sly pocketed the money and de- 
stroyed the waybill. When young Harris 
arrived at Cameron it was discovered 
through telegraphic dispatches that the 
$5000 package was missing. Harris was 
asked to produce the waybill for the sum 
and replied that none had been given him. 
The subsequent investigation of course re- 
sulted in the arrestof Sly. Harris is still 
a messenger and greatly esteemed by his 
employers. 

Sly’s wife, when her husband was sent to 


*the penitentiary, hid her broken heart 


under a calm exterior, and by her own hard 
work supported their children. When Sly 
was released from the penitentiary he went 
back to her, promising with a thousand 
oaths and protestations to reform. She be- 
lieved him. For a while he lived an honest, 
steady life, earning a living by making 
shoes, a trade he had learned in prison; 
but he could not keep away from drink and 
evil companions, and again he fell. 


ARRESTED ON ANOTHER CHARGE. 


Bragg and Mrs. Abila Accused of 
Tampering With the Records. 

Dr. Bragg and Mrs. Esperanza de 
Abila, the couple who were arrested a 
few days ago on a charge of forgery in 
having tampered with a deed, were ar- 
rested again yesterday on another 
charge, which is more serious than the 
first. 

The complaints were sworn to by Re- 
corder Kelley in Justice Owens’s court 
and set forth that the couple attempted 
to file on old deed, which on its face 
shows thatit has been tampered with 
and names that should not be there 
have been written in by the defendants. 

There are a number of charges. against 
Dr. Bragg and it is possible that the 
people who claim to have been swindled 
by him will now come to the front and 
push their cases. os 

Bragg is said to be a half-breed Chero- 
kee Indian, with a history which will 
probably come out now that he is before 
the criminal courts. 

The couple are under, $2000 bail 
each in the first cases and Justice Owens 
tixed their bailat $8000 each in yes- 
terday’s case, making $5000 each in 
both cases, and as they could not- se- 
cure bondsmen they went to the County 
Jail.

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MORTAL FOOLS. 
How This Great Nation Lets 
Itself be Humbugged. 


“Debased Political Influence at the 
vs Root of All Our Evils.: 


A Grand Jury on the Great Power 
of Corporate Wealth. . 


What is the Remedy?—Go to the Polls— 
Criminal Negligence Gives Bosses 
Their Power—‘‘Home, 

Sweet Home.” 


‘What fools these mortals be!” 

The influenc: of women and the bet- 
ter nature of men‘is appealed to in this 
addition to the innumerable proofs that 
the ravage of fools is assuming propor- 
,tions disastrous to home and nation. 
In the broad field for argument there is, 
perhaps, no subject of greater impor- 
tance than our moral weakness and po- 
litical rottenness and the apparent 
dodging of real issues leading to its so- 
lution. If we asa people are the arch- 
itects of our home and national for- 
tunes, and the builders of a temple of 
liberty and justice, symmetrical in 
shape, towering up asa lighthouse to 
the world, as an inheritance for our 
children, with a firm conviction that 
history will not repeat itself in its fall 
from its own weight and weakness, it 
behooves us to know that from founda- 
tion to spire it is built upon honor. upon 
love of home and country, and that it is 
the handiwork of an honest, intellectual 
and fair-minded people. * | 

Are we so building today? Do we not 
find that, sandwiched in with the above 
embodiments of perpetual strength, are 
the crumbling sandstones of anarchy, 
communism, thievery, oppressive com- 
binations, intemperance, political ras- 
calitv and sugar-coated scoundrels in 
high places? And we-stand and gaze 
indifferently upon the tottering struct- 
ure, unable to discover where fools left 
off and intelligence began. Viewing 
the broad field of humanity’s weakness 
it is, perhaps, as well to begin with 
“sowing the seed.”’ 

From the shores of our proud land to 
those of every Nation we stretch the 
stage plank of welcome to every indi- 
vidual, regardless of who he is, or from 
whence he came, making no distinction 
between the better class which we 
_ should so gladly welcome on the one 
hand, and the fugitives from justice, in- 
dolent drones and’ paupers on the other, 
until we hear their rebellious murmur- 
ings in the Mafia at New Orleans and 
their marching nnder the red flag at 
Chicago. These ‘'thistle seed’’ are not 
to blame for bettering their condition 

but ‘we the 

the ballot-box are to blame for electin 

licy politicians who dare not guar 
he floodgates of immigration, jfor surely 
we have enough conbustible element at 
home without importation. Among the 
alarming proofs on the subject allow me 
to quote a few lines from an article over 
the signature of one of the most cele- 
brated criminal lawyers in one of the 
five largest cities of the United States. 
Under the caption, ‘*The Riot of Crime,”’ 
he says: 

‘Socialists contend that the crime 
prevalent in a.community denotes the 
moral standing of the people; that 
crime is the product of certain impelling 
forces germinated in and growing out 
of the social condition. If this be so, 
theti surely ‘the moral standard of this 
country mever was so low. It is difficult 
to realize the wide extent and volume of 
active human iniquity at present pre- 
vailing throughout the land. 
with a fury unparalleled by any other 
period of our history.”’ 
continues, ‘‘the active intellect of the 
nation is absorbed in the accumulation 
of wealth, and the projecting and 
carrying out of vast enterprises.’’ 

Again: ‘One of the lamentable rea- 
sons for the present condition of affairs 
is the matked neglect upon'the part of 
our legislators in the study of ques- 
tions affecting or having relations to 
our moral or social condition. And, 
with such manifest weakness in the 
law, is it atall surprising to hear of 
charges of resort being had'to unscru- 
pulous. means to accemplish desired 
ends,.of subornation, of perjury, of the 
spiriting awayof witnesses, of corrupt- 
ing the custodians ¥ criminals, and of 
persistent efforts ‘tO poison the chan- 
nels of administration . by. means of de- 
based political influence.’’ 

It is then debased political influence— 
the motive power that impels these 
mighty forces, it is the combination be- 
tween the. puyer and seller - of votes, 
why 100 drilled political veterans will 
out-generaL 1000 raw recruits. It can 
be said tg thashame ,of the people of 
this great .$tate . that two political 
bosses can be named whose influence is 
worth moretothe candidate than the 
influence of all the churches in the 
State combined. And the aspirant for 
office who is unwilling to wear their 
yoke, to lay down‘his money, his spoils 
of office and take empty honors as his 
pay, has but a feeble show for election. 
From whence came the hidden power 
that lately compelled our Governor to 
flaunt the gross insult in the face'of this 
people as was done by a certain impor- 
tant appointment in San Francisco? 
_ . When that noble Judge Wallace and 

his worthy grand jury began to clear 
away the ‘‘outcroppings’’ on that 
mountain of infamy—where laid the 
giant hand that paralyzed their powers? 
(Fhe same question could be asked 
touching rascally transactions néarer 
home.) According to the published ‘re- 
port of the San Francisco grand jury, 
after complimenting ‘‘those members 
of the Assembly intent upon theft”’ 
and others in the upper house as veteran 
rogues, and others as Assembly ban- 
dits and thieves, and that the rapacious 
horde ought to be driven out into the 
sea, the grand jury concludes the para- 
graph with this. alarming statement: 
are forced to the melanchély con- 
clusion that unless the railroads refrain 
from participating in politics there is 
no remedy,’’ 

People of California is it possible that 
so @arly in the history of this great 
State we are compelled to admit 
our weakness—that we are helpless in 
the clutches of that giant corrupt power 
that is devastating everything before it?

When assessed $20,000 per 
mile in Placer or any other county upon 
a road for which you get as a gift to 
build it, $48,000 per mile, swear it is 
not worth $6000, pay no tax even on 
the $6000, in fact, pay nothing you 
can avoid, except what you lavish with 
an unstinted hand upon the weakness of 
humanity through political bosses—and 
should a seat in the United States Sen- 
ate cost you $800,000 it is a matter of 
no consequence as compared to the re- 
turns forit. You could defeat any op- 
position through the Nicaragua Canal;

power you could paralyze every effort 
made by the people to get from uncer 
your iron heel.

‘Father to thee we make this offer, 
Abstracted from the public coffer.” 
Well may the grand jury say ‘‘We 
are helpless,’’ when the aggregate 
wealth of this combination of seven 
alone foots up to the colossal sum of 
over $300,000,000 (while the farmers 
with hard work and economy have 
mortgaged their farms for $2,200,- 
000,000, bearing 7 per cent. and the 
laborer poor still.) Addto this power 
of over $300,000,000 the private 
fortune of one railroad syndicate; the 
additional wealth of all other railroads 
beside that of the factories, mills, foun- 
dries and banks, this combibation of 
wealth and power with their own selec- 
tion of judge aad jury, before whom the 
American people appear for trial. 
Farmers! you ‘‘tree of life’? upon whom 
all the scale bugs and insects of the 
nation are feasting, suppose you appear 
before this supreme tribunal and ask 
for 125 years in which to pay your 
mortgage at 2 per cent. would you not 
be considered lunatics?: But suppose 
this monopoly court gave you the addi- 
tional value to your farm of the differ- 
ence between 7 and 2 per cent.? or 
better still no interest at all?

‘‘Has the candidate plenty money, will 
he spend it freely with the boys, will 
he wear our-yoke, hand over his salary 
and appointments, reserving for him- 
self empty honors and what he can 
Pmake on the ‘outside’?”’ 
men in your conventions for whom the 
people can say: ‘He is am honest, 
sober, intellectual gentleman, in full 
accord with the best interests of his 
people, and dares to do right.” 

You take away from the political 
boss his power at the caucus, the pri- 
mary and convention. What ig to pre- 
vent you from nominating and electing 
honest men all along the line, even an 
honest Legislature, and with an honest 
Legislature you select a United States 
Senator who isin full sympathy with 
his struggling people; a’man with iron 
nerve to doright, to arrest the giant 
power of monopoly that by fraud, brib- 
ery, perjury and oppression is today 
grinding the life-blood out of the people, 
so that when this rotten political ma- 
chine falls to pieces. and an honest, 
earnest people are triumphant, all the 
wheels of industry begin to move, the 
hand of plenty is opened to her people 
and you win the battle without.a strug- 
gle, and that, too, within the lines of 
the two old parties. If need he, place 
a brand of. national disgrace upon the 
buyer and seller of votes and disfran- 
chise him forever. 

You ask when and where to begin to

If so you barred the poor man from of- 
fice (make no difference how well qual- 
ified.) Youassisted in making it obli- 
gatory for men of wealth only to be- 
come candidates, thereby ‘aiding the 
very evil you seek to destroy. 

To father, mother, sister, brother, 
all the sentiment in ‘‘Home, Sweet 
Home” frozen out of recognition—but 
one motto left as the central thought of 
the American people, and that is ‘*The

(I speak particularly of city 
life—the incubator of rascality.)

It is one of the most singular cases 
on record, and the whole story may 


tirely cured of her desire to take he 
own life.
